Aud tozalmuch as the laid fiue peres were 
ended anderpired ein the eighteenth peere ofher Maieſties 
— raiguc, during the time of the lecond ſeſſion ofthis pꝛeſent 
Parliament begun at Weſtnunſter unthe fourteenth ycere of her Maieſties raigne. and 
by diucrs p2020gations pet continuing : therefoze foie doubts and queſtions haue 
din lately moued, whether the laid Act c Statute ſhould continue but vnto the end of 
the laſt ede ſſion of this preſent Parliament, which in deed was the third Seſſion of the 
{aid Parliament begun in the ſaid 14. pere of her Maieſties raigne, and firſt holden af- 
ter the ende ofthe layde fiue yeeres, oꝛ elſe vnto the end of the firſt Seſſion ofthe next 
Parliament that hereafter ſhall foztune to be newly (ſummoned. woherfoꝛe her High- 
neſſe tonſidering that ſuch doubts and queſtions being moued and ſpꝛead abꝛoad, may 
bꝛeed ſome troubles and many inconuentences amongſt her loutng Subiects, hath 
therefo:e thought good to vſe the aduiſe of her Judges and Counſell learned there- 
1n. And findingplatinely by their opinions that the laid Acte and Statute was not de- 
ttrmied oꝛ expired at the end of the ſaid laſt Seſſion of Parliament, but doeth pet 
tand in full ſtrength and foꝛte vntill the end ofthe firſt Seſſion of the next Parliament, 
which hereafter (hall foztune to be newly ſummoned : Doeth now bythe aduile of her 
Mueſties pꝛiuie Counſell foꝛ the auoiding of all troubles that by the occaſion of ſuch 
kryuolous queſtions might hereakter enſue, notifie and declare by this her Mateſties 
Pꝛotlamation, to all het louing ſubiects, that the ſaid Acte and Statute doeth and 
Hall continue and remainein ful foꝛte and effect,vntill the end of the firſt Seſſion ofthe 
 nert Parliament, which hereafter (hall foztune to bee newlyſummoned, And ſo wil- 
leth and ſtraightiy chargeth and commandeth all and euery her laid lubiects to accept 
it as a lawe, yet ſtanding in fuli foꝛte attoꝛding to the good meaning thereof, with 
out any luch doubts oꝛ queſtious thereupon hereafter to be had, made, oꝛ moued by 
— perſon oꝛ perſons whatlocuer, in any of her Highneſle courts of Recozd oz els 
ere. SH
